A mb Eternal Light, and # ariſing in the Conſci- 
ences of Men , the place where his Throne and 
Scepter maſt Rule & Nations; and being that 
he 5 King , and Lord and Lawgiver to thoſe 
£2 y who are under his Government, and i5 the ſupreme 
Head ad Judge !nthe Conſciences : Now this being ar ſen and ma- 
nifeſted in this day of the Lord's Power, 1n the which he will make all 
his People willing and ſubjett to him 3, and being that this hath been 
long obſcured and covered with the thick val of darkxeſſe, and Clond 
of A peſtacy that hath been over the face of the Earth , and indeed 0- 
ver the hearts of men, andthe onely cauſe and reaſon of this , hath 
been the Cup of Abomintaion and Fornication the Nations have drunk, 
in the Labs of the' Beaſt, upon which the Whore fits , which John 
ſaw ( when he food upon the Sand of the Sea ) riſe up out of the Sea, 
wh ch all the world wondered after ; 1:ſomuch , that Myltery Ba- 
bylon the Great made all Nations drank, with the Cup of her Fer- 
nication: And now the day ts come, that Babylon #& come up in re- 
membrance with gþe Lord, and the Day of her Judgements :s come, 
and the Vials are pour.ng upon the Seat and Head of the Beaſt; and 
the darkneſs 1s expelling ,, and the Light ts ariſing out of obſcurity, 
ard ſhining ſecretly in tWe hearts of People, where Gods appeareance 
1d Manifeſtation 1s, where he writes his Lawand puts his Spirit-11 
the inward parts, which ts the new Covenant which he hath made with 
the Houſe of Trae), ard with the Houſe of Judah , and which is 
alſo a Light to the Gentiles, by which they can do the thingewontain- 
ed inthe Law, having the ſubſtance of the Law, which i Light rit- 
 tenintherr Hearts, 5 es Conſciences alſo bearing them witneſs of the 

' Fuftice and Kighteouſneſsof the Law , when God comes to judge the 
ſecrets of their hearts by Jeſus Chriſt, who # the end of the Law for 
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Righteouſneſs, and who ts the Light that z5 given to be the ſaluation 
to the ends of the Earth. . 

And now ail people that comes to be guided by this Law , wh ch

wh:ch # in Chriſt Jeſus our Lord, in which they come to be all one tn 
Chriſt; & if they be Chriſts,then are they Abrdham's Seed, c> Heirs 
according to promiſe:Gal,3.29.T hzs is the greatMyſtery that hath bin 
hid from Ages and Generations paſt, by reaſon of the groſs Dark- 
neſs that hath covered men; and the great cauſe aud reaſon of all this, 
hath heen becauſe the Worlbip that hath been ſet up in the Nations, 
hath had itsFoundation 1 theDarkneſs,* the very root & ground 
of it hath been Darkneſs it ſelf , and the Teachers and Miniſters 
thereof, have been Miniſters of Darkneſs, and have not turned peo- 
ple from the darkyeſs to the Light, but on the contrary have drawn 
them from the Light and Spirit of God within them , unto their In- 
ventions, Imaginations, Meanings, and Expoſitions of the Scriptures 
without themn,and ſo have been building Babel in the many Langua- 
ges, which God is coming to confound; and it may be they have read a 
Chapter, and then turn and pervert it, and mix with it their own dark, 
mrmaginations of ther evil hearts, and again read a verſe of aC hap- 
ter, And make an hours Diſcourſe of what they had intexded and 
hatched up in their minds ( it may be ) 4 week before, And thus they 
have fed poor people with Chaff and Huks, but the Lord is ariſes in 
his mighty 'ower, with his Fan in his hand, and he is ſeperatiug the 
Chaff from the Wheat, aud is gatherin g the Wheat into his Garner and 
will burn-up the Chaſf with unquenchable fire. | 

And now Reader , in ſoberneſs and ſtugleneſs of thy heart , read 
this following Treatiſe without an evil eye , and a prejudiced mind. 
ard let the 1 ruthof God have place in thy heart, and let the light of 
Chrift in thy Gonſcience ſeriouſly judge and weigh the things there 

contained, and { according to the Scriptures ) prove all things , and 
hold faſt that which 1s good 3, and look not at Men, nor at the Times 
as they ſtand in relation to men, for in ſo doing ,-the god of the world 
will blind the eye; but look at the Lord, and at his Truth; ,y4 exe his 
dealing and diſpenſation of "his will according to his wiſdogyy gud let 
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him be thy fear, aud let him be thy dread , and ſlight not thy Day of 
Vifitation of his love ; For truly the Lord whom we ſech,, will ſud- 
denly come to his Temple, and who may abide the day of his coming ? 
who will ſift as a Reflner: fire, and will be as Fullers Sdap. Certainly 
he will plead with all fleſh by Sword and by Fire , andbring into the 
Valley of Jehoſaphat, ard all fleſh will be as graſs , and the glory 
thereof as the Flower of the Field, when the ſpirit of the Lord blows 
upon it, becauſe all People are Graſs. It 1s not fleſh and blood that can 
enter into the Kingdor of God, which he 1s now reſtcring unto Iſrael;

long made him ſerve w.th therr ſins, and wearyed him with their Ini- 
quity, and their Worſhip: and Services have been an abomination unts 
him; and the fear that hath been taught towards him , hath beea by 
the precepts of men , and fieſh and bind hath performed the Worſhip 
that ſhould have beer. to him , and therefore hath there been no en- 
trance into the Kingdomof God , but all have been kept back, an 
ont of the h:ly City, though the Gates have ſtood apen by Day, yet no 
unclean could emer, nor nthing that wrought a5om:nation, or made a 
tze , for that is in the Night of darkneſſe, aud is out of the Day 
where the Gates »f the huly City ſtands open, 

And ſo now ( Reader) theſe things be:ng ſet before thee 14 love 
#nto thee and to all people 3 flight them not , nor look, not lightly oves 
them; for if thou ſerrouſly conſider and wergh them with that of Ged 
in thy Conſcience , thou witt ſinde them truth, and a:cording to the 
Scriptures of Truth: Therefore ſearch and exam ne the followty 
Treatiſe by the Scriptures andthe S pirit of Trwh, and thox wilt find 
that 11 thy own boſom which will aſwer to the Truth of what 15 here 
written, So to the Lord I comm.t thee , and to his witneſſe e im thee

Qtaries whatſoever 5 This unto you all, to prove, or diſprove 
the Do@rine of che QUAKERS, which is the ſame with 
Chriſt, the Apoſtles, a»d Prophets 3 which dth prove your 
Doctrine to be falle, and out of the Doftrine of Chriſt. - 


Our Teſt19vy, which ye do bear of the coming of 
| _ Chriſt{who are called Chriſtians by Name) is one- 
_ Iy the Letter of the Scriptures, becauſe that there are 
Records left of Chriſts words which be ſpoke in the Mount, and 
which he ſpoke at Jeruſa/em, and ar Samaria, and which he 
preached among the mlitude, and the many Mira- 
cles that hewrought, and what he ſpoke tothe Soldiers 
when he was apprehended, and what he ſpoke before the High 
Prieft and Pontins Pilate, and what he ſpoke when he was #p 
the Croſs, The Diſciples having written of his Preaching, 
and of his Miracles chat he wrought, and of his Sufferings, 
thoſe Writings are your Teſtimony of Chrift. And again, the 
Apoſtles after they had received the holy Ghoſt, and Power 
from above, when Chriſt was offered up and aſcended, the 
Apoſtles having received þis Eternal Spirit, and they going on 
in the work of Gud, converted thouſands to the Faith, and 
did great and wonderful Works and Miracles by the Spirit 
of, Chriſt which they had received, and they travelled up 
and down in ſeveral parts of the World , and turned Peo- 


ple

ple from Darkneſs to the Light and from the power of Satan unteGod, 
and there was a Record of their Forks, Sermice, and Attions, 
which are called, The Atts of the Apoſtles, which do teſtifie of 
ſeveral remarkable Yorks , Actions, and Converſions, that were 
wroughr by them through the Ererza/Sprrirt, And after they 
had gathered (everalChurches and People intothe unity of the 
Erernal Light and Spirit of God, and had begotten many 
into the faith, which could bear witneſs in the Spirit of God 
of the Eternal Truth which they had received through the 
Doc&rine of the Spirit. | 

Now the Apoſtles when they were: ſeparated, andat a di- 
ſtance from thoſe Churches, they wrote ſeveral Epiſtles to 
the Sarnts, chat were gathered and ſanttified in Chriſt Jeſus, and 
made partakers of che precious Faith, & ſuch as were called 
to be Saints; the Apoſtles wrote not their Epiſtles to the world, 
norto ſuch as were zot gathered by them,neither Jews nor Gezx- 
tiles, but; to the Churches of Chriſt, fanGitied in Chriſt Ieſwes, cal- 
led be Saints,of what ſort or denomination {oever they were,or 
went under , whether Corinthians, Epheſians, Romans, Galat ians, 
CFC. | | 

Now. the Apofacy and Darkzefs coming over,and the falſe 
Apoſtles getting up, bemg erred and gone from the Spirir,and 
turned afide from the /rfe and o9Þer, of the purity and inmnocen- 
cy that the ApoFFe; were in, and turning vut of the Light of 
the glorrowsGoſpel which was in them,the darkneſs came over 
ghem, and the Arntichriſtian Spirit entred in amoneſt them; 
for the Apoſtle John ſaw in his time, that Artichrit was come 
and entred into the World, whereby he ſaid, Hehzew it was 
the laſt time, & that there were many Aztichriffsalready;& he 
knew-it was the time that Chriſt had prophelied of, hat falſe 
Prophets ſhould come in ſheeps cloth.ng , but inwardly were ravening 
Wolves, ravened and erred from the Spire of Truth, which 
was a the true Aps/Hes, and fo did deceive, many ,. that. even 
darknels covered the face oi the Earth, and all was loſt, and 
the Beaſt roſe out of the Sea, and out of the Earth , and all 
the 71d wondred after them, and fell 99wn , and worſhipped 
the Beaſt , and Antichriſt, and his Power , andſo all Nations 
were made dru#% with hisCxp of F orricat ion and Abomination;

Yet this was not #»ſcex nor 4 thr before it came; For 
Chriſt prophelied of it, That falſe Chriſts and Antichriſts would 
come inthe later dayes, Wolves tn jheepes clothing would come , and 
by the:r fruits you ſhould know them , Mat.7.15. And the A- 
ofile Paul he knew that grievous Wolves would enter in amongſt 
them after his departure, that would not ſpare. the flock, Afts 20,29. 
And Peter he was ſenſible of falſe Prophets that was amonslt 
the People, & did allo foretell of falſe 7 eachers that ſhould privily 
bring 1 damrable Hereſres, even denying the Lord that bought them; 
and he alſo faw,that many wnld follow their pernicious ways, aud 
that through Covetouſueſs they with feigned words would make Mer- 
chandice of People; and Timothy law that 17 the laſt Dayes meril< 
ous T imes ſhould come, that men (nould bee lovers of themſelves, ha- 
wing a form of godlineſs, but denying the power; from ſuch turs 
away, ſaith the Apoſt/e; for of thele ſort are they wh,ch creep 
into houſes ( calling them Churches ) and leads captive ſilly wo- 
men, laden with ſin, and led away with diverſe luſts ; ever learning, 
and never able to come to thekyowledge of the Trath. Now as Jan- 
nes aud Jambres wihſiood Moſes, ſo do theſe alſo reſiſt the Truth: 
Men of corrupt minds,reprobate concerning the faith. And againgthe 
ſame Apoſtleſaith, T hat the time would come, when the people would 
»ot endure ſound dottrine;but after their own luſts wouldþeap to them 
elvesT eachers,having itching ears,& they would turn away their ears 
om theT ruth,F/hould be turned unto F ables, Now all theſe ſeeing 
that this Apoſtacy would come,This is a certait teſtimony that it 
Was to come, aid #5 come, and hath over-ſpread the face of the 
earth /ince the Apoſtles dares, as hath been clearly manifeſt >. 
by the'many Heads and Horns of the Beaſt, and of the Dragon; if 
and the many Kelig1ons and Setts that have ſtarted up fince 
the daie$ of the Apo/?/es3 and as one got 4p, another was 
u1Pd dowa; And now the bliad people that have been nurſed 
up 7#: blindneſs, and darkzeſs, and ignorance, under this cloud 
of Apoftacy ; Now when thac the Truth is manifeſted, and 
riſen through this Darkyeſs and Apoſtacy,and they ſeeing that 
the Scripture ſpeaks of falſe Prophets, they ſay, the falſe Pro- 
phets are but com'd vow; and they call the Spirit of Truth che 
falſe Prophet, beeaute it bears teſtimony againſt the falſe worſhips 
ut the World. Burl would ask ſuch people, which of thele

filthy lucre j akez-who ſerves nit the ' Bord Jeſws Chriſt Fbut their ow 

bellyes, and counts gain godlineſſe. Now let all people ſearch and 

read who theſe are, and whether theſe be the 7rwe Prophets, or 
the falſe? and whether theſe have not teen, and yet are, 7x the 
time of Apoſtacy? for all Chriſtendom ( as 1ts called) have had 

the Scriptures , and profeſſed Chrif# from che Declaration 


* thereof and not from the Spirit of Truth in themſelves, but be- 


cauſe they have heard that chere was ſuch a 7a, which dy-

Chriſt took a Text when he ſpake of Eſaiah's Propheſie,where 
he ſaid The Sp:rit of the Lord #5 upon me,& he hath annointed me to 
; preach, and to open the blind eyes, and to preach liberty ro the Cap- 
tives; and when he had read theſe words, he cloſed the Book,, and ſaid, 
T hs day this Scripture #5 fulfilled in your ears, for it was he thar 
the Propher ſpoke of, who is the Aznointing, and the Annninted, 
to preach glad tydings to the poor, and liberty to the captive , and to 
the opening of the blind eyes 3 but theſe bl1nd Leaders leads the. 
blind, but doth not open ther eyes, though they can make the 
Scripturea cwvering for their falſe Worſhip; for let any one 
proveand try the? eachers themſelves,and they are as blizd,and 
as :gyorant of their own ſouls, and as far from having a true 
teſtrmony of aſſurance of their own ſalvation, as thoſe they ſpeak 
to, or pretend ro reach: Now let people confider this, and ſe- 
rioully /ay it te heart , and beware how they truſt their ſoxls 
underſuch Teachers and teaching, who have no other , nor bet- 
ter Teſtimony then Records without them , which were given 
forth from the ſþ:71t of God in others ; which ſpirit is Erernal 
and [xfallible, which theſe Teachers of the World cannot 
truth confeſs , but muſt (1f they confeſs truth ) utterly deny 
that they have any ſuch ſþ:r:r, as many of them have done 
already. How can thele be trne Teachers of people in the way 
of truth, which have not the ſþ:71t of rruth? for if it be not an 
infallible ſpirit, it 18 a lying ſpirit , and not the ſpirit of Truth. 
Now let people ſerioutly conſider what they venture their 
fouls upon ; for it is not a decerrful lying ſpirit that will feegþ 
the ſoul, it's the ſpirit of /ife and trath that nouriſheth the 
ſoul, and leads incoall rruth, Now here is' the chief differ- 
ence betwixt them and xs, They have the words and declarati- 
oz of Chri5t and the ApoFt les, declared from the Sþ:r:t of /ife; 
and we have the ſprit which theſe words words were declared 
from, not another, but the ſame eternal Spirit which they had, 
do we witneſs, and bear our 7 e&Fimony of, the fame Chrit(and 
not of anther which witneſſed a good confeſſion before Pont ins Pi- 
late, and was crucified upon. the croſs at Ieruſalem; This Chriſf 
which all the ChriSt14n5 in Chriftendom profeſs in words, do we 
bear teF1259y of in the ſpiric of life and power, according to 
che Scriptures, = | | 
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Obj. But it may be objea<d LU ſaid, How came you tothis 
Spirit, ſeerng that you ſay , that darkyeſſe and ApoFt acy hath been 
over the face of the Earth ſince the dayes of the ApoStles , and that 
all Worſhips and Profeſſions have been but from the Letter of the Scx= 
ptrres without them,this 1s but an up$t art Religion, how it that you 
are attained to this that none are attained t91n ſo many hundred years 
before ? And are you wiſer then all our fore-fathers ? What us be= 
coms of all that is gone before? = | 
Azſ. This Objeftion is againſt the unlimited Spirit & Power of 
the hving God,which did f:reſce the ApoStacy before it Came; 
Chri#t and the ApoStles did prophetic of it; for the ſame Ob- 
Teton might be againſt the Lord when he ſaid umto Phararh, 
T even for the ſame purpoſe have raiſed thee up, that I might ſhew 
my power 1n thee,and that my power might be declared thro«ghout-gll 
the Earth; therefore hath he mercy on whom he will have mercy, and 
whom he will he hardeneth. Thou wiltſay chen unto me , hy 
goth he jet find fault who hath reſiſted his will> Nay, but oh man! 
who art thou that replies against God ? ſhall the thipg formed, (dy 
ro him that formed it, Why hat thou made me thus? What 11 God 
( willing to ſhew his wrath, and to make his power known, en- 
dured with much /2-g ſuffering , the Veſſels'of Frarh , firted 
to deſtruTion, and that he might make known the Robes of 
his glory on the Veſſels of Mercy which he had before prepa- 
red 47% glory; and this is the very caſe; The 5:rir of the Lord 
cannot be /1mited, bur 1:m:ts all according to the good plea- 
lure of his will, that he may make his power known, ; 
Bur turthermore, as to our particular,we an{wer, #7 rece:- 
ved rot this Spirit of Man, nor by Man, but by the immediate power 
and revelation of Ieſuns Chrift, according to the work, and operation 
«f it in us; As the Apoſtle ſaid, For when it pleaſed the Lord to re« 
veal his Sn in the ApoStle, he conſulted nat with fleſh ard blood, but 
went on 12 obediente unto the Lord: And fo the ſame if irit that 
».. revealed the S$,z 1n the Apoit le , revealed him 7-36 : for We 
neither received it of mx7, neither were we taught 1 by ads, 
but by the Revelation of 7efzes Chrift; for nm» man could reach 
zt us, but who had the Revelation of Teſs Chrift, according 
as the Apoſtle ſaid to the Romans, If the Spirit of him thati ra- 
ſed up Teſus from the dead, dwe!l in you, be that raiſed ap Chrift 4"

the dead, ſhall alſo quicker your Ar. bores, becauſe that his foirit 
dwelleth in you, Rom. 8.11. And again, Know je not that ye arethe 
Temple of God, and that the ſpirit of God dwellethin you? 1 Cor,z. 
16. Now though theſe S:riprares bear teſtimony ro the truth of 
this, yer theſe Scriprares are not our teſtimony only for we have 
onr teſt1mony'in the fame ſpirit as was in then that fpoke forth 
the Scriprares; aud theſe Scriptures bears teſtimony with 7, and 
we tOrhem, and ſo are i unity with the ſame Spirit which gave _ 
ther forth. - | 
And this is the Hype that weare to give an account of to C- 
very one that atketh with meekreſ? & fear; for God hath made 
known unto #5 the Riches of the glory of chisMyFery amongſt the 
Gentiles,which wasChrift in thew(and now in us )the hope of glory; 
and this is the ſame Chr:/? hich was offered up at Teriſalem once 
far all, through the Eternal ſpirir,and this is the HOPE which pu- 
r:ftes even as he is pure; which HOPE maketh not aſt amed,but 4- 
chors the Soul upon the Rock, CHKRIST TESHS , and the Apoſtles 
who had the Eternal $:r:t, are our forefathers: And this 15 not 
an upſtart Religion which we are of, but a Fo Religion, and un- 
defiled before God, which keeps every one that keeps 1 it» #unsþot- 
red of the world ; Yet this hath been hid from ages and generati- 
0:5 paſt, but now is revealed unto us by the Fþirit; which Sþirit peo- 
ple have erred from 1n the time of Apoſtacy, and from this hey 
d erre at this very day, and ſuch counts the Fri within Rere- 
fie, and goes to Scriptures without them,and'rraditions Of wen, 
and teach thoſe for Dotirize; and here is the Reaſoy wherefore 
this Spirit andRevelation hath beer hid ſo many hundred years,” 
even becauſe people have beer erred from the Fþ:rit of. God in 
them , through which the Revelation is manifeſted, and they 
have been erred in their hearts; therefore the way of God

Chriſt faid to the Po-zan of Samaria when he was on the 
Mountain where Jacobs Well was, where the Jews uſed to wer- 
ſhip, he ſaid,T hey worſhipped they knew not what,and he allo (aid, 
that the t11e was comme that they ſhould nt worſhip at Jeruſalem, 
(which was.a place commanded of God forthe Jews to wore 
ſhip in )'zor 12.this Monntain; and he further teſtified, That God 
4.4 ſpirit, and that they that worſhipped him , muſt worſhip him in 
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Firit and 1n truth, ſaying, The Father was eeking ſach to worſhip 
him, for they only are the true Worſhippers ot God. 
| NowTI do ask all the Teachers and Profeſſors. in C briſteadom, 
Where this 5:7:t :5, that God is to be worſhipped in, if it be not 
in man ? And how it is, orcarn beattained to, any otherwiſe 
than by the light of Chriſt Teſus with which he hath lighted every 
an that cometh ito the world, in whom 1s life , and this life is the 
hi 'ght of men ? And wW here this worſkip of God 17 theefþirit 18 per 
formed, if it be not 1: man? And where Gods T hroye is, (Where 
the ancient of dayes doth ſir) if it be not i» zany ? And where 
_ the Sceprer of Chriſt 1s ſwayed, which is a rightecrss Scepter, if it 
be not 1 ar? And where che Kizg is that ſhall reign & proſ- 
per, whoſe Name ſhall be called , The Lord our Righteouſneſs I 
And how and where muſt people. come to worſhip God in the 
ſpirit, which dezies the Light of Chriſt to be their-Leader and 
Teacher,and ſay it 15 Natura/?and ſome ſay every ove hathit not; 
and others ſay, /t rs ot ſufficient , and fo they are all upon 
heaps, and in confuſion, who believe not in the Light which 
Ckr1iſt Teſus hath exl:ghtened them withall, who is the Licht of e- 
very manz{o denying the Light, and being erred from it, are 
in darkneſs until now,and tumbles, and knows not whether

but that you would come that you m:ght have life, but I know you, 

that you have net the I1ve of God abiding 14 you : This he ſpoke to 

the Jews, that he ſaid had act his word abiding in them, yer they 

ſearched the Scriptures, who didnot be/reve in him , though 
he did many Mrraclesamengh them yet they perſecated him, 

and ſought to kj; him, and took up ftones to ſtone him, who 

2s given for a Covenant to the People, and for a Light to the Gentiles, 
that he may be the ſalvation to the ends of the Earth: And this is 
the Newand Everlaſting Covenant , the promiſe of God the 
Father, who harh ſaid , 1s it a light thrng that thou ſhould raiſe 

up the Tribes unto Tacob , and reſtore again the preſerved of Iſrael? 
with whom the Lord hath ſaid, / will make a new Covenant , I 

will write my Law in their hearts, and put my Shirit in their inward 
parts; and by this Spirit and Light doth. God reach h's People 
himſelf; and all that comes to the leading and teaching of

Here 
the Apoſtle did not lead them our to the Writings and Re- 
cords of others without:them, buc.he brought them to him 
11 whom they did live, and \ move, and had their being, that ſothey 
might fee! after hinz, and:;fizd hm; for he ſaid ,; He was net far 
from every oe of them; and he brought them. cff che outward 
Temple which was made with hands, and ſaid to the. Corir- 
thians, Ye are the Temple of the living Godg'as God hath ſaid, I will 
dwell in them, and walls tn them, 1 will be their God , and they ſtall 
be my People; and he that defiles the Temple of God , him will God 
deft roy; for the Temple of God-4s holy whoſe T emple are ye; and what 
kaow ye not that your bodyes are the” Temple of the Holy Ghoſt wh'ch 
# 1n you, which ye have of God, and ye are n0t your own, but you are 
bought with a price; therefore glorifie him 1 your body, and is. your 
Fpirit, which are Gad's. Lee te - Abe; 

Here the Apoftle clearly demanftrates, that the bodies of 
God's Peopte are his Temple, and God is the Spirit chat is 
in them; andthis is the Teacher and Preacher, which the Apo- 
file turns and brings People to , whom he teaches, hetold 
the Ronns that the Righteouſneſs of Faith Speaketh on this wiſe, 
Say not in thy heart whe [hall aſcend, or deſcend; but what faith Fo | 
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The word 1s very nigh thee, in thy wel and in thy heart, and that is 
the word of Fa.th that we preach. faith the Apoſtle, (mark) How 
then (taith he) ſhall ye call on him on» whom ye have nat belieutd ?. 
And how ſhall ye believe on himof whons ye not have heard? And how 
{hall jejhear mthout a preacher ? For Faith cometh by hearing, aud 
hearing by the wordof God. And this is the Word which the A= 
poltle preached, wh:ch 1s nigh, in the heart, which word apens the 
blind eye, and unſtops the deaf ear; and they cannot hear with- 
out this Word of Fauh'\, by. hearmsg of which, Faith comes; 
and nonecan hear without this Preacher,who is lent rs bring 
glad tyd::.gs of good things bur this is not the Preachers of the 
Letter of the Scriptures without therg, for they have prea- 
ched many hundreds of years, but rhe deaf ears are wot unftoy- 
ped. yet nor the Blind eyes opened by their Preaching 3 and fo the 
Scripture 1s now fulfilled which the. Prophec ſay fpake of, 
who faith, Brizg forth the bl:nd People that have-epes, and the deaf 
that have ears; And again he faich, They have Eyes, and ſee not, 
E xrs, and hear not, hearts, and do not anderſtand 1(aegz.io 
And the Lord faith, 7 will /ay waſte Mountains and Hills, and 
' dry up all their Herbs ; and l will miike their Rivers Iſlands , and [ 
will dry up the Posls, and F mill bring the blind by a way they knew 
not, and pathes which they have nat ſeen; T will makg darkneſs Li oht 
before them, and rough wayes plain, and crooked things ftreightzthem 
that comes into this Pach and Way , muſt-come trom the 
blind Teachers'of the World, whoare-Leadcrs of rlie blind, 
ani keeps people in blindnef6and ignorance of God, and 
his Truth, who denyes the Lighe to bea ſufficient Teacher, 
hich 1s theEye of the whole body, if thisEye be ſir glesthe body is full 
sf LE:ght; But with this eyerthey: donor (re, newher camchey 
believe the Truth if it be: declared unto them ,; except they 
ccme to theLight thar doth manifeſt ir'in chemi. Now the A- 
poltlePerer direted thoſt that he wrore to,to 4moreſureWord of 
Propbeſie then that which he heard 1 the Monnt 2 Per 1.19. Which 
voice he did not know that it was within himzand therefore 
he dire&ed chem 9 amore ſure Word then that was which he heard 
ia the Monnt, which Word was 4 Word of Propheſie, whereunto he 
faid, they did well that they , took. heed, as unto a light that (hined m 
4 dark, place,until the day dawned; the day-ftar aroſe m their wot 
IS 
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this teſtimony of Teſus, the which is 'N #þirit of Propheſie: This the 
Teachers of the World brings to bund people with,&ſaith it 
the Scripture that-the Apoſtle ſpeaks of. Now let any that 
have but common reaſon judge, whecher the Apoſtle was 
like to ſay , That the Scriptures were a more ſure Word, 
then the Yoice of God that.was heard in the Mount, which 
ſaid, This is my beloved Son, hear ye hm; and that the Scrip- 
cures ſhould be a light ſhimang in a dark, place, and that the Scri- 
' tures ſhould be the day dawning, and the day-ſtar ariſing in the 

heart : If people wouid but look into things, they might ſee 

their deceivableneſs; for the Apcitle goes .on with theſe 
words, ſaying, Knowing thi firſt, that no Propheſie of the Scrip- 
ture u0f any private interpretation; for the Prophefie came not in old 
time by the will of man, but holy men of God Sþake 4s they were mo- 
vd by the Holy Ghoſt. Here the Apoſtle diflwades them from 
looking at the Scriptures tobe of any private Interpretation, or 
coming by the will of man, which 1s their whole work, to 
give their Meanings and Interpretations in their own Wills 
unto, which is wholly contrary tothe Apoſtles Exhortation 
and Doftrine, who faid ,- We have not followed cunning deviſed 
Fables, when we made known unte. you the Power and the coming of 
onr Lord Jeſus Chriſt, but were Eye-witneſſes of his Majeſty, And 
the Apoſtle Paul who was raiſed up by the Power, Spirit,and 
Voice of the Lord, who ſaid, Ariſe and ftland upon thy feet, for 
1 have appeared unto thee for this purpoſe , to make thee a Miniſter 
aud a Witneſs both of theſe things which then haſt ſeen; and of theſe 
things in which 1 will appear unto th:e, delivering thee from the peo= 
ple, and from the Gentiles, to whom 1 now ſend thee to open the- blind 
eyes,and to turn them from Darkneſs to the Tight, A8.26;And the 
Abolle veethion.. bearing: his teftimony., having obtained 
the help of God, wituelling beth to ſmall and great, ſaying 
none other thing then that whichrhe Prophets and Afe/-s 
did ſay ſhould come that Chriſt ſhould ſuffer, and that he ſhould be 
the fir that ſhould riſe from the dead,and ſhould ſhew Light unto the 
peeple, and tothe Gentiles. And this was the Witneſs and the Te- 
ftimony which the Apoſtle.held forth, who was « Minifter of 
God: Bur theſe Teachers of the World deny and gain-ſays 
F 9 i he | this 
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this Dofrine, and the ApoliCtdch , Therefore ſeeing we have 
this Minfſiry, as we have received Mercy, we faint nt, but have re-' 
wounced the hidden things of diſhoneſty, not walking 1 craftineſs, nor 
handling the mord of God deceitfully; but by the Miniſtration of the. 
Truth, commending our ſelves to every mans conſcience inthe ſight of 
God,z Cor,g,1, Ad if our Goſpel be hid, it ts bid fram them that are 
loft, in whom the God of this world hath bliuded the minds of them 
that believe not, leaſt the Iight of the glorious Goſpel of Chriſt, who is 
the Image of God, ſhould (hine unts them : See here, and behold 
how the Apoflle recommended himſelf to every mans Conſcience in 
the ſight of God; yer his Goſpel might be hid to them that were loſt, 
and was from the Light, and would not believe, wh ch the god 
of the world had bliaded their mizds, leaſt the Light ſhould ſþ.ne un- 
to them and ſo it is the ſame ſtil}, our Goſpel zs hid unts ſuch as 
believe not in the Light; For God who commanded the Light to 
ſhine out of the darkneſs, hath ſhined in our hearts , to give the light 
of the knowledge of the plory of God , in the face of Feſus Chriſt; 
2 Cor.2.1.3.9, And if che Light of Chrift fhine not in their 
hearts, our Goſpel is hid, And agaiit he faith, Te were ſome- 
times darkzeſs, but now you are light in the Lord , walk, as Children 
of the Light; for all things that are reproved, are made manifeſt by 
the I:ght; Wherefore heſaith, Awake thou that ſleepeſt, and [fand 
up, that Chriſt may grve thee light, Eph.5, And this 1s the Meſ- 
ſage which the Apoſtle did declare, That God's light , and in 
hin 1s no darkzeſs at all; and if we ſay that we have fellowſhip with 
him, and walk in darkneſs, we lye, and do not the truth; but if we 
walk_in the light, as he 1s in the light, we have fellowſhip one with ans - 
ther, and the blood of Feſns Chriſt his Son, cleanſeth us from all ſin, 
I Fohz 1.5. Thisis the Meſlage of the Miniſter of God; and 
the Apoſtile-gave thanks unto God the Father which a4 made 
them meet to be partakers of the Inheritance with the Saints in light, 
who had'delivered them from the power of darkneſs gand had tranſl«- 
ted them 11:9 the Kingdom of his dear Son, This 1s not a new Do- 
Arine, though it may ſeem ſo to many; becauſe this Myſtery 
hath been hid, and the Spirit of God which opens this My- 
ery, erred from,and turned from, by thoſe thas have been 
Teachers of people ;' and not onely ſo, but even their Do- 
Auine hath been, and now is, That none muſt look for, nor 
| h expect 
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expect Revelation nor Tyſpiration e the/Spirit of God; and fo. 
they do what in them lyes, to ſtop this Cryrrent of Life and 
Spirit, -which Chriſt Jeſus the F ourtearn of all life hath ſer o= 
_ pen, whoin the laſt day of the Feaſt ſtood up and faid, If a- 
y man be a-thirſt, let him come unto me, and drink,; He that belic. 
veth on me , out of his belly ſhall flow Rivers of Irving Waters, And 
this he ſpake of the Spiric which theſe Teachers of the world: 
would ftop ; the pourings of which Spirit is. unlimiced co. 
Sou or Daughter, Jew or Gentile, Barbarian, Scyth:an, Bond, Or 
Free, Time or Place, or Condition, but eccording to the gard pleaſure 
of his will, who 1s the Author aud the Fountarn of it , And all that. 
_ are Minifters of God, and of che Spiritzit is cheir joy and de- 
fire that people grow 1»to the Light of Life , for they that are 
im the Light, the day of deſtruction ſhall not overtake them 
as a Thief, whoare Children of che Light, and of the Day; 
And this is the defire of all the faithful in Chrili Jeſus, Thar 
they dwell and abide in the Light, where che feilowſhip is 
one with another , and where the power of God preſerves 
and keeps from the pollutions of che World, and. temptati- 
ons of Satan; which Power 1s made manifeſt by theappear- 
ing of Jeſus Chriſt, who hath aboliſhed dearh ,, an harh 
brought Life and Immurtal'ty to-light through the Goſpel, whoſe Im 
mortality dwells in the Light, where the Lord God . Almighty and 
the Lamb ts rhe Temple, 2 | 18.1,10. And herethe City comes 
tobe known whith hath no need of the Sun, ner of the Moon , to

ferth the Head-ſtone , and lay it a top of all ; for the ſtoxe which. is 
cat out of the Mountain without hands,breaks tn pieces the Image and 
will become a great Mountain, and the Kingdom which ſtall never. be 
deſtroyed, (and ſhall rot be left to other people, but will break, is pieces, 
- | and conſume all Kingdoms)th1s is ariſing,and the Ancient of Dayes is 
coming to ſit in ſudgement in the Saints of the Moſt High; and the. 
K ingdomes of the world is becoming the Kingdomes of . the 
Lord and of tns Chriſt; and. the lutle one ſhall become 4 
thouſand, and the ſmall one 4 great Nation, Dan 7 chap, And the 
Lordof Hoſls will haſten it n histime; ſo it 1s in, yain to

condition; Though the Prieſts and Teachers of the World 
makes ir their Work to deſtroy this Work of Redemption 
of the Son of God, who redeems ont of ſin and all evil, and from 
4 vain Converſation, to ſerve the Irving God 11 newneſs of ſpirit, and 
not in the eldnef# of the letter, which redeems from the Earth ; and

ſhould make them righteous :: And here are. all the. Priefts 

and-Teachers, and Profeſſors of the world, in the diſobedi- 

ence, erred from the Spirir, in the. Tranſgreflion, and in the 

{in; and ſotcachingall people to be {miners ,' as they can do 

no otherwiſe, who-are nor Minifters:of 'the Light of Chriſt, 

nor turns not people tothe Light of Chrift, in whom is, no 

fin. who hath faid, Except a mas be born again of water and, of the 
ſpirit he cannot enter into the Kingdom of God. Now that which 
15 born of the Spirit, is Spirit, and-this enters the Kingdom 
For it ts the ſp;rit that quickens, the fleſh profiteth nothing; T he words 
that I ſpeak unto you, (taith Chritt )they are ſpirit, and they are life; 
but there were ſome that believed not : Now:thole that de- 
ny-the Light of the-Spirit of Life , they know little of the 
pourings forrh of the Spirit, or of the Manifeſtation of the 
Spirit of God, which he hath. given to every one to profit 


withall; but the Miniſters of. che Letter , and of ee, 
whic 
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which have erred from che Spirit, and endeavours ito keep. 
all people back from the teaching, and leading, and guiding 
of che Spirit, they do not profit with it, bur hides. their ta- 
lent in the Earth, and counts the Lord a hard Maſter;there- 
fore he muſt needs take it from them, and give.ituntco thoſe 
that have preficed with it; this is witneſſed, and manifeſted, 
and (een with thoſe that have eyes in this day ; The Apoſtles 
ſpakg as the Spirit gave them utterance, and theix preaching was 
not with the enticing words of mans wiſdom, but 1n the power and de- 
monſiration of the Spirit, not according to the wiſdom of the world; 
but he Sake the wiſdom of God 1n a HAyſtery, even the hidden wiſdom 
which God had revealed unto him by his Spirit , which Spirit ſearch- 
cheth all things, yea the deep things of God, Therefore its: good 
for every one to have a true Teſtimony of this Ecernal Spi- 
rit: which believes not every Spirit, but tryes them, whether they be of 
God, and:proves all things, and holds faſt that which #5. good;, and he 
that layes his Foundation here ,. he builds not;his. Houſe-oz 
the Sand, but off the Rock, , oz wh.ch the-whole Church is - built, 
which 1s ;n:God, the Father. of ,our Lord,Jeſus Chriſt, and:Pillar and
